All bracketing and underlining is made in 
comparison to the original patent, not in comparison to any prior amendment in the reissue 
application. In this instance it appear that the applicant has used underlining and bracketing to 
indicate changes in the initial paragraph(s) relative to an earlier amendment instead of relative to the 
patent. The amendment needs to be refiled in the proper format; this will also require the applicant to 
file a supplemental oath accompanying the new amendment in proper format. 

• It also does not appear that the amendments to the drawings (proposed drawing changes filed 
10/9/03 affecting figures 10 and 27B) have been presented in proper format. 37 CFR 1.173 b(3) 
addresses drawing changes in reissue as follows: 

(3) Drawings. One or more patent drawings shall be amended in the following manner: Any changes to a 
patent drawing must be submitted as a replacement sheet of drawings which shall be an attachment to 
the amendment document. Any replacement sheet of drawings must be in compliance with § 1 .84 and shall 
include all of the figures appearing on the original version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
amended. Amended figures must be identified as "Amended," and any added figure must be identified 
as "New," In the event that a figure is canceled, the figure must be surrounded by brackets and identified as 
"Canceled." All changes to the drawing(s) shall be explained, in detail, beginning on a separate sheet 
accompanying the papers including the amendment to the drawings. 

Applicant will need to submit proposed drawing changes in the proper format as well.
